Pekin Syndicate may be fairly, 
said to have submitted, for, the 
benefit of the Chung Yiian Com- 
pany to stringent conditions 
which in normal circumstances 
would be regarded as little 
short of politely camouflaged 
extortion. 

The Syndicate, if allowed to 
proceed with itt labours, will 
employ over 10,000" Chinese 
hands. It gives electric light to 
the town of Chiaotso, where its 
works are situated, at rates of 
the most favourable | kind— 
indeed a good proportion of the 
supply is free of charge. The 
Chung Yuan Company's interests 
are ‘safeguarded under the 
agrecments in spite of the fact 
that its output of coal is com- 
paratively small and uneconomi- 
cally produced. "Yet" because 
certain men at the back of tI 
Chung Yuan organisation are 
unable to discern the point at 
which the process of extortion 
can no longer be continued, the 
whole scheme is in danger of 
collapsing. After many months 
of negotiation in which the Pi 
vincial authorities have played 
@ part and to which the Central 
Government hax given. ite ap- 
proval, an agitation has been 
developed on the busix of fresh 
demands, coloured by new 
[charges against the Syndicate. In 
sublime distegard of acceptance 
of agreements, it is now. main: 
tained that the Syndicate has 
lost its rights since 1925, that 
the resumption of work lately 
secured after long-drawn-out 
discussions has been too cheaply 
assested, that, after the Syndi- 
ate has made the exhaustive 
examination of Codes and 
‘Mandates its peculiar hobby, it 
is disregarding the law of China 
and that it should refund certain 
unspecified expenses. "All the 
technique of Tangpu agitation is 
employed. Disereditably a lead- 
ing part is played by educational 
employees of the Provincial 
Government. Engaged to train 
the youth of China they are 
being financed by the Chung 
Xuan Company to exploit polit 
cal fervour for sordid purposes 
of personal gain. So students 
whose parents, presumably, are 
anxious for ‘them to acquire 
knowledge for their own eventual 
benefit, are made the victims of. 
unscrupulous greed. They are 
stirred up to believe that patrio- 
tism demands their engagement, 
in theatrical demonstrations 
designed to bring the operations 
of the Pekin Syndicate to an, 
end.

While 
the League stands in the back- 
ground of the present inter- 
change of national views, it is 
conveniently handy for formal 
discussion of general lines of 
getion, It is not so appropriate 
for examination of those local 
controversies which may give 
‘way to local settlement but be- 
‘come unduly magnified once the 
are brought upon the platform 
of League debate. In this mat- 
ter the Powers—great and small 
as Members of the League 
have to learn by their mistakes 
and in so learning they will be 
furthering the education of the 
League itself. They also have 
to learn individually. To sug- 
gest that the tendencies of 
European polities favour speedy 
disentanglement of the various 
conflicting interests would be to 
substitute optimism for accurate 
Judgment, ‘The currents at work 
in Central and Eastern Europe 
are sufficiently alarming. ‘They 
are apt to be overlooked by those 
who hopefully note signs of 
economic improvement in Great 
Britain and the increasing readi- 
ness of French policy to make 
due allowance for the growing 
of the new Germany, 
's stability under the able 
rule of the Fascist Government 
Julls fears, which would other- 
wise be active in consideration 
ertal ects of Signor 
Mussolini’s foreign policy. it is 
no sentimental obsession’ which 
urges adherence to consideration 
of the rights of smaller nations, 
History tragically shows that 
disregard of that principle has 
Jed to most of the conflagrations 
of Europe. It is just because the 
manner of pressing forward 
policies of themselves pacific in- 
dicates a too casual appreciation 
of the interests of the Little En- 
tente nations that it is. dis- 
turbing the equanimity of cei 
fain observers at the moment. 
‘To the purely British mind the 
prospect of a union of Germany: 
and Austria may be of little 
practical moment. Or it may’ 
seem to be a perfectly practical 
plan, (In Prague or Belgrade or 
ucharest, however, it is viewed 
in a very different light. ‘There 
is no reason to suggest that it 
in necessarily on that account to 
‘be resisted at all costs. ‘There 
is every reason to urge that, if 
it shotild become an acceptable 
Proposal to the Great Powers as 
well as to the two countries prin- 
cipally concerned, the Little En- 
tente should be’ provided with 
feguards against the dangers 
on the basis of which the ter- 
ritorial provisions of the Peace 
Treaties were devised. Nor is 
that the only example of a pos- 
sible future “development - to 
which the Little Entente, feeling 
the need to assert itself as “an 
international ty en- 
dowed with a personality,” is 
likely to raise objections. This 
succession of conferences be- 
tween the Governments of. 
Europe is obviously charged 
with important and, perhaps, 
most beneficent possibilities for: 
the peace of the world and its 
economic recovery. It has also 
certain explosive elements which 
too concentrated attention on the 
relations of the four Great 
Powers, to the exclusion of all 
else, may put into unwanted ac- 
ivity.

FEE FOR VACCINATION 
CERTIFICATES. 

In a report submitted to the 
Health Committee, the Commission~ 
lex of Public Health stated that he 
hhad received a request from a well 
known Tocal firm that individual 
certificates be supplied to em 
ployees of the firm to the effect that 
vaccination against smallpox had 
‘been performed by a member of the 
Department. Hitherto such certi- 
ficates had been issued freo of 
‘charge on request to those vace 
inated at Branch Health Offices 
‘or elsewhere, and it had been re- 
alized that this concession should be 
applicable to individuals who were 
unable to pay doctor's fees, 

In order to safeguard medical 
practitioners, who righty regard 
vaeeination and the issuing of the 
corresponding certificates to be 
within the scope of their practice, 
hho considered that a small chargo 
{for a vaccination certificate might 
‘be a useful protection for all con- 
cerned. He, therefore, requested a 
ruling as to this. 

After brief discussion, members 
concurred as to the propriety of a 
small charge being imposed for the 
issue of theso certificates. Accord- 
ingly it was recommended that a feo 
lof $2 be charged by the Council for 
the issue of individual vaccination 
certificates: in indigent casos this 
feo to be waived at the discretion 
}of the Commissioner of Public 
Health,

Its Tendency and Future: Fading Vogue of the 
Unintelfigible 


By Yao Hstwe-sune 


Sixteen years have elapsed since 
Dr. Hu, Shih wrote his famous 
essay, “Some Suggestions fox, the 
Reform of Chinese Literature? and 
thereby brought about a revolution 
in China's realm of letters. ‘The 
fage-long authority of the, classical 
School was overthrown and the new 
literati have ‘been busily engaged 
ever since in laying the foundations 
of an ivory tower for pei hua, the 
vernacular, However, the builders 
‘Of the tower are so divided among 
themselves thar it is as yet un- 
‘certain what the. tower will look 
ike upon completion. It may turn 
out to be-a sort of Temple of Heaven 
with a fresh coat of paint, or a 
Feinforeed concrete skyscraper with 
‘a Chinese roof, or an entirely new 
‘type of architecture that reflects the 
‘genius of ths East. One can never 
tell, Yet, in the light of its present

They betray traces, however, of 
alien influence; ‘and,’ as the move- 
ent. proceeds. the influence grad 
ly grows in intensity. Recently, it is, 
true, its growth has been slacken 
down, but it is safe to say that it, 
will never lose ground entirely, 
One evidence of the influence of 
the Went lies in the imitation of its 
famous literary works, with” the 
simple exception of the pei hua 
essay in which we find little imita- 
tion.” But in fiction, and especially 
in poetry and the drama, it is onl 
too" obvious. Many new novels 
merely present Young Werther clad 
in Chinese garments, while others 
read like paraphrases of the work 
of Chekhov, Gorki, and others. In 
the field of poetry, free verse, the 
Japanese short poem, and Tagore’s 
le have been setup as models 
‘one after another; and recently" a 
certain group of “new poets” under. 
took to" create a golden age by 
moulding their poems into the fora 
of western sonnets. "As to the 
Grazia. Ibsen, Wilde, Shaw, Maeter- 
Tinek,” and afew other great play- 
‘wrights” have marshalled — their 
respective imitators whose playa, of 
‘course, are decidediy not suited to 
the native Chinese stage. Writers 
‘there are, indeed, whose works are 
original, Set even these are not alta- 
gether free from foreign influence, 


Plethora of Translations 
Another evidence of the influence 
‘of the West is found in the great 
‘quantity of western 
Iated into Chinese. In fact, so many 
are the western-edacated’ Chinese 
engaged in this work that it is not. 
‘unusual to find one book with 
several different Chinese transla. 
tions. “As far as the present 
‘writer Knows, there are at leact 
Hive translations of Remarque’ 
“AN Quiet on the Western Front” 
and tWo of Buck's “Good Earth,
